Permission granted for 2.9m 
Shire Hall tourist attraction 


PLANNING permission 
has been granted for a 
£2.9million project to 
transform Dorchester’s 
old Shire Hall into a 
tourist centre - which 
will include a new 
Tourist Information Cen¬ 
tre for Dorchester. 

The courtroom was the 
scene of the trial of the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs in 
1834, whose sentence of 
transportation for form¬ 
ing a union caused out¬ 
rage and changed the 


face of industrial rela¬ 
tions. 

Writer Thomas Hardy 
sat on the bench as a 
magistrate, and the court 
was in use until 1955. 

West Dorset District 
Council has led funding 
bids for the project, 
pledging match funding 
of £1.1 million, and sub¬ 
mitting a funding bid for 
more than £1 million to 
the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. 

The Secretary of State

is currently being asked 
to approve listed build¬ 
ing consent for the 
scheme. 

As a visitor attraction 
Shire Hall will offer vis¬ 
itors the chance to en¬ 
counter the harsh 
atmosphere of the old 
criminal justice process 
with “living exhibits” 
and performances. There 
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will also be educational 
facilities, a cafe and 
gallery. 

The building was part 
of West Dorset District 
Council’s offices until 
2013. It was built in 1797 


and contained two 
courts, cells, including 
the dark and oppressive 
cells where the Tolpud¬ 
dle Martyrs were held, 
and a Grand Jury Room. 

English Heritage, the 
Dorchester Civic Society, 
the TUC, Dorset County 
Museum, Dorchester 
Arts and the Thomas 


Hardy Society have sup¬ 
ported the scheme. 

The London Dorchester 
Committee Trust (LDCT) 
will manage and run 
Shire Hall under a lease 
from the owners, West 
Dorset District Council. 

The attraction is set to 
open in summer 2017. 

Trust chairman John 
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■ JOHN Russell, chairman of The London Dorchester Committee Trust, 
seated in the Judge's Chair in the old court at Shire Hall, Dorchester, where 
the Tolpuddle Martyrs were sentenced to transportation in 1834. 


Russell said: “Shire Hall 
is a unique part of British 
heritage. The Tolpuddle 
Martyrs’ fight for decent 
wages and working con¬ 
ditions is as important in 
its way as the signing of 
Magna Carta. 

“Some of the questions 
Shire Hall’s history raises 
about justice and oppres¬ 
sion are still very relevant 


today. This project aims 
to blow the cobwebs off 
and bring alive the build¬ 
ing’s many stories, as 
well as conserving the ac¬ 
tual bricks and mortar.” 

Last weekend (July 
19th and 20th) the old 
court and cells were 
open as part of the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs Fes¬ 
tival Weekend.

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Reported crime down across county 


MORE than a hundred crimes are being reported to 
Dorset Police each day in the county - but the figures 
are six per cent less than last year. 

Most crimes being reported to police have dropped 
- although reports of sexual offences have increased, 
largely due to national publicity about historic cases 
of sexual abuse. 

Burglaries of people’s home in the county have 
dropped by nine per cent during the year - although 
more than half do not result in a prosecution - the 
county wide figures have gone down from 1,899 to 
1,715. 

Vehicle crime has fallen by 15.8 per cent, with 4,204 
recorded offences compared to 4,992 last year, and se¬ 
rious violent crime has decreased by 4.7 per cent. 

But there was an increase in sexual offences with 33 
more crimes being reported, a rise of 5.8 per cent. 

Assistant Chief Constable David Lewis said: “I am 
delighted that crime continues to fall across the 
county.

“These figures show that there were 2,313 fewer 
crimes reported to Dorset Police between April and 
March 2013/14 compared to the same period last year. 

“We continue to work together with local commu¬ 
nities and other public services to make Dorset safer, 
and it is by working in close partnership that we have 
been able to achieve this reduction in crime. 

“Despite these encouraging statistics we are not 
complacent, and there are challenges that the Force is 
working to overcome as we head towards 2015. 

“There were 33 more serious sexual offences com¬ 
pared to the same period last year. Although this 
shows that victims have greater confidence in report¬ 
ing these offences to us, we remain focused in our re¬ 
sponse to prosecute offenders and ensure that victims 
have the best possible support. 

“Cyber-crime also presents a new and growing chal¬ 


lenge, with cri min als using technology to commit of¬ 
fences. We have developed plans to respond to this 
threat in Dorset and across borders with other forces 
in the south west and the rest of the country.” 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Un¬ 
derhill said: “The continued long term fall in overall 
crime is welcome, building on the reductions we have 
seen over the last decade and more. 

“This report shows that Dorset Police are working 
hard to cut crime and keep our communities safe. It is 
especially encouraging to see significant decreases in 
dwelling burglaries and vehicle crime, which can have 
a negative impact on communities. 

“The increase in sexual offences suggests that recent 
cases involving Jimmy Savile and other high profile 
individuals, has encouraged more victims to come for¬ 
ward to report abuse. 

“We have dedicated support in Dorset which will en¬ 
sure that these victims are supported through the crim¬ 
inal justice process.” 


Campaign to stop privatisation of pathology lab 


HEALTH campaigners are continuing to press Dorset 
County Hospital over the way decisions are being 
taken which could lead to the closure of the majority 
of pathology lab services there. 

Around 50 protesters brought the campaign to the 
steps of the Dorchester hospital at the weekend. 

They will now write to GPs and to Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group Locality Teams to ask them to consider 
the impact of privatising the service. 

GPs are also being asked to display posters in their 
waiting rooms urging patient to write and oppose pri¬ 
vatising the pathology service. 

Some campaigners claim the current service within 
in the hospital is being disadvantaged and that some 
of the decisions taken are not democratic or open to 
examination by the public or to those directly in¬ 
volved who could lose their jobs. 

Councillor Ros Kayes, one of the founders of the 
Dorset Health Campaign, has drafted a letter for GPs 
and Commissioners. 

In it she says: "A discussion recently with Jeffrey Ell- 
wood, chairman of DCHFT and Jean O'Callaghan, 
Chief Exec, has made it quite clear to us that one of 
the issues involved for DCH is the concern that the lab, 
if it remains in Dorchester, would not be sustainable 
should it lose the custom of General Practitioners, 
were they to choose to look elsewhere for a cheaper 
service. 

"However, we have also received information from 
a senior clinician at the lab which suggests that there 
has been little dialogue with the CCG, or its Locality 
Teams, concerning this issue. 

"We wanted to ask you please therefore to draw 
your team's attention to the possible knock-on effects 
should the services currently provided by the lab go 
into the private sector and be run from Taunton, 


which is the expected preferred option." 

Ms Kayes says in the letter that there are doubts 
about the claims of short-term cost savings and that 
elsewhere privatising the service has often seen pri¬ 
vate laboratories return to the contracting body to ask 
for further finance. 

"We believe that this has profound implications 
both for DCH and for individual general practices, 
should they go down the road of working with a pri¬ 
vate provider. 

"Should the DCH Lab be substantially reduced in 
size and capability, the element of competition pro¬ 
vided by the public sector to keep down the costs of¬ 
fered by private providers will be gone forever." 

Meanwhile there has been criticism of the Trust for 
refusing to release details of which private companies 
has tendered for the service. 

Patient Governor Andy Hutchings, from Weymouth, 


says he cannot understand why, as a Governor, he is 
not able to know the value of the contract and who 
has tendered for it. 

But the hospital's director of finance and resources, 
Libby Walters, says if the hospital released the infor¬ 
mation, it would compromise the hospital as an or¬ 
ganisation - although some basic details will become 
known once the contract is awarded. 

Said County Hospital chief executive, Jean 
O'Callaghan: "The Trust is using a tender process to 
assess whether the existing pathology service is pro¬ 
viding best value. We have the option of going with a 
bid or leaving our service as it is. 

"The outcome of this process will not be finalised 
before the end of September 2014 and it will be the 
Trust Board that takes the decision. 

More than 4,000 people have signed petitions to 
leave the service at the hospital as it is. 



Talks ongoing to restore Martinstown bus link 


TALKS have been held between First bus 
and campaigners at Martinstown who 
hope to persuade the company to restore 


the 31 service. 

Residents protested earlier this year after 
the majority of buses through the village 


were moved to the main road, missing the 
village for much of the day. 

The campaign group held two public 
meetings and claim that the loss of the 
service has led to some staff at a local 
nursing home having to give up their job 
and others becoming, effectively, trapped 
in the village. 

First said it made the changes to im¬ 
prove reliability and ensure connections 
with trains at Dorchester and Axminster. 

The service is not subsidised and the 
changes only required the blessing of traf¬ 
fic commissioners, which was given when 
the company requested the changes. 

Martinstown resident Keith Howat, who 


attended the meeting with First, say the 
company has promised to consider op¬ 
tions in time for the autumn timetable. 

One option could be to run an extra bus 
service for the village but this is likely to 
depend on First persuading the county 
council to offer some subsidy for the route 
- at a time when the council has been cut¬ 
ting subsidy to routes across Dorset. 

Talks have also been held to start a vol¬ 
unteer driver CountryCar scheme for the 
village with the possibility of that being 
able to start before the start of the school 
holidays. 

Around 30 people from the village have 
offered to be drivers. 


Council writing off debt 


HUNDREDS of thousands 
of pounds of debt is being 
written off by Dorset 
County Council - despite 
the authority struggling 
to make savings. 

It includes academy 
schools and residents 


who have £68,000 in li¬ 
brary fines outstanding. 
The average fine not paid 
is around £9. 

More than £450,000 of 
debt has been rolled up, 
and not paid by County 
Council departments in¬ 


cluding Children's Serv¬ 
ices, Environment and 
Corporate Resources. 

At the end of the last fi¬ 
nancial year, at the end of 
March 2014, more than 
£1m had been outstand¬ 
ing for over a year.

School crossing patrols 
needed for holiday cover 


DORSET County Council is ap¬ 
pealing for extra lollipop men and 
ladies to provide cover when reg¬ 
ular school crossing patrols are 
unable to work. 

Rob Camp, the council’s senior 
road safety technician, said: “We 
have been fortunate for many 
years to be able to call upon a 
loyal group of relief staff, who 
have covered countless staff ab¬ 
sences over many years, often at 
short notice when it is most im¬ 
portant. 

“Unfortunately, we have come 
to a point when new staff are re¬ 
quired to come on board and help 
us maintain what is widely ac¬ 
knowledged as an excellent 


school crossing patrol service. 

“The role of relief school cross¬ 
ing patrol is likely to appeal to 
someone semi-retired, or who 
prefers to work on an adhoc basis 
with the associated flexibility. Re¬ 
lief staff are paid an hourly rate 
with an additional travel al¬ 
lowance. 

“We are looking for relief staff 
that can either cover just one 
school or several schools over a 
larger area. The more casual staff 
we have on our books, the more 
likely we are able to cover our 
school crossing patrol sites. 

Peter Finney, the county coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and economy, said: “Our 


patrol relief service is fantastic, 
covering 99.9 per cent of staff ab¬ 
sences. We want to keep that way 
by recruiting more casual staff. 

“Although the ultimate respon¬ 
sibility for the safety of children 
on their journey to and from 
school is a parental one, we 
choose to provide this non-statu¬ 
tory service in certain locations 
that meet strict national criteria. If 
we fail to recruit relief officers 
this provision could be under 
threat.”

Hospital's revamped 
surgery unit reopens

THE opening of a refur¬ 
bished day surgery unit at 
Dorset County Hospital has 
transformed services to pa¬ 
tient according to doctors 
who work there. 

The refurbished unit was 
officially re-opened on Fri¬ 
day of last week by Dr 
Mark Skues from the 
British Association of Day 
Surgery. 

Divisional Director of 
Surgery, Dr Oliver 
Tweedie, said at the cere¬ 
mony: “One of our goals is 
to put the patient first, and 
we believe that we do this 
by increasing access to day 
case surgery. We believe 


we can provide better pa¬ 
tient care and a better expe¬ 
rience through our day unit. 
I believe we have achieved 
a purpose designed unit by 
redeveloping on our exist¬ 
ing footprint with a modest 
investment.” 

He said the day case rate 
for best practice procedures 
have gone up from 45 to 65 
per cent in three years in 
the last year saving four 
bed days (£300,000 a year) 
by increasing day case ad¬ 
mission form main the¬ 
atres. “Roughly 25 per cent 
of admissions to the day 
case wards are from main 
theatre, an increase of 


about 50 per cent. 

“This new development 
will provide single sex 
wards, better patient flows 
and utilisation of staff 
which will allow a 25 per 
cent increase in ward ca¬ 
pacity. 

“Without increased staff 
costs we are able to provide 
day surgery facilities to 
more patients than ever be¬ 
fore,” he said. 

And he praised day sur¬ 
gery unit staff who he said 
had all embraced new tech¬ 
niques, technologies and 
new ways of working, 
“with only the appropriate 
amount of grumbling.”

Lyme Regis' Watersports Shop 
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Slurry lagoon to be discussed at council 


PLANS for a slurry lagoon the size of a football pitch, 
on the outskirts of Crossways, will be discussed at a 
parish council meeting next week. 

The council has persuaded the district council to ex¬ 
tend the deadline for comments on the scheme so that 
they, and residents, can have their say at a meeting on 
July 31st at 7pm in the village hall. 

Parish chairman Andrew Brewer says that the appli¬ 
cation, for Summer Farm off Warmwell Road, has led 
residents to fear increased smells and problems with 
flies and rats if the proposal is allowed to go ahead. 

But the applicants say the proposals will actually im¬ 
prove the situation. 

"My family has lived in Summer Cottage, on and off 
since it was built in 1929 and I can trace back seven 
generations of Brewers who were farm labourers. The 
smell we already endure from the farm is really un¬ 
pleasant and couple it with the flies and rats it makes 


for a pretty unpleasant environment. Some of the near¬ 
est properties have only just been built," said Mr 
Brewer. 

The application for the larger lagoon claims that the 
existing lagoon is inadequate to deal with the amount 
of slurry produced on the holding and is causing prob¬ 
lems of run off from the yard. 

"The proposal will have little visual impact on the vi¬ 
sual amenities of the area and will be totally unseen 
from public view due to its location behind the existing 
farm building and high silage clamps," say the appli¬ 
cants in a letter to the district council planning 
team. 

Mr Brewer is urging local residents to look at the ap¬ 
plication on the DorsetForYou website and make any 
comments they wish to about the scheme by the end 
of July.

Historic old rectory may 
open its doors to public 


THE home of Reverend John White, 
who played a significant part in Dorch¬ 
ester’s history and went on to lead a 
group of pilgrims to America, could be 
opened to the public. 

Plans are at an early stage to bring 
the old rectory in Colliton Street back 
to life as part of a multimillion pound 
project to revamp the County Museum. 

The museum is currently in the 
process of preparing an application to 
the Heritage Lottery Fund for a major 
redevelopment programme. If success¬ 
ful it will lead to the creation of the 
Collections Discovery Centre, which 
will increase permanent gallery space 
and improve facilities for researchers 
and others who want to use the build¬ 
ing to study. 

Now the museum also aims to bring 
Reverend White’s rectory building 
back into public use. 

“We believe that this project will not 
only benefit the museum, but will also 
have important advantages for Dorch¬ 
ester and Dorset more generally by im¬ 
proving community facilities, boosting 
tourism and supporting the local econ¬ 
omy,” said the museum’s director, 
Jon Murden. 

“We are planning a series of very in¬ 
formal conversations with a wide 


range of local people, and views on the 
kinds of priorities we should be ad¬ 
dressing will be invaluable.” 

The museum is working with an ex¬ 
ternal advisor, Anne Millman, to de¬ 
velop the plans. 

John White organised the relief cam¬ 
paign following Dorchester’s ‘Great 
Fire’ in 1613, which he said had been 
God’s punishment to the town for 
moving away from the church. He also 
put together a small fleet of ships that 
sailed across the Atlantic to Massachu¬ 
setts from 1624 onwards. 

He returned to London where he be¬ 
came Rector of St Mary’s, Lambeth. 

His Dorchester house was plundered 
and his library stolen at the start of the 
English Civil War in 1642. ■ HISTORIC: The building in Colliton Street could be brought back to life

FORMER BBC chief correspondent Kate Adie has 
opened the Keep Military Museum's new World War 
I Trench exhibition.

At today's opening was the niece of Birdie Loder, 
the sweetheart of Lance Corporal Horace Collier of 
Cerne Abbas. The Keep has a photograph of Birdie 
and a letter written to her by Horace. Her niece will 
tell how she kept his letter until her death in her 
mid-80s. The letter finishes "yours until death". 
Horace was killed in action on October 13th, 1914, 
in fighting north of Bethune, France. 

Tolpuddle procession 
is "largest ever" 

ORGANISERS of this weekend's Tolpuddle Martyrs' 
Festival claim the Sunday procession was one of the 
largest the festival had ever seen. 

Speakers paid tribute to union leader Bob Crow 
and MPTony Benn, who were both frequent visitors 
to the event and died earlier this year. 

Festival organiser Nigel Costley, from the South 
West TUC, said: "We are 180 years on from the 
Tolpuddle Martyrs and trade unionists are still hav¬ 
ing to defend themselves from the Government. 

"Back in 1834 the government used the law to 
send six farmworkers to Australia to stop them cam¬ 
paigning against low pay. 

"Today the government is mooting changing the 
law on ballots to stop workers from taking strike ac¬ 
tion against low pay." 

This year's event included a pilgrimage walk from 
Plymouth to Tolpuddle which included a stop at 
Dorchester's Prince of Wales School on Friday.

Dorset sees rise in children in care 


DORSET County Council will spend £30million 
this year looking after local children in care. 

The council has a forecast overspend on the 
child care budget of £1.9million which was set as 
£27.1 million for the year. 

A total of 342 children are now in the care of the 
county council, with 279 in Bournemouth and 155 
in Poole. 

The county-wide cost of looking after children in 
care by Dorset councils amounts to almost 
£68million a year. 

Across the county there has been a rise of almost 


40 percent in the number of children being taken 
into care over the last five years. 

The total of 776 children are now being cared for 
by foster parents, in homes and other placements 
away from their parents classed as being "at risk 
of significant harm" if they were to stay at home. 
The figure for March 2009 was 560 across the 
county. 

Much of the increase is due to a marked increase 
in calls from people reporting concerns after a 
number of national high profile cases where chil¬ 
dren have died at the hands of their parents.

Magna supports homeless charity 


NIGHTSTOP Dorset, 
part of the Action for 
Children charity, has re¬ 
ceived a £3,000 donation 
from local housing 
provider Magna Housing 
Association. 

The money will help 
with accommodation 
and support for home¬ 
less young people. 

Nightstop Dorset pro¬ 
vides emergency ac¬ 
commodation for young 
people aged 16 to 25 at 
immediate risk of home¬ 
lessness. 

The Nightstop scheme 
recruits and trains vol¬ 
unteers across Dorset so 
they can open their 
homes on a short-term 
basis to provide accom¬ 


modation, food and 
emotional support. 

Magna’s £3,000 dona¬ 
tion came from its com¬ 
munity initiative fund. 

It allocates £120,000 a 
year to things which 
will improve the areas 
where residents live and 
£30,000 to charities and 
organisations which 
provide services of ben¬ 
efit to residents. 

Kevin Mounce, proj¬ 
ect coordinator at 
Dorset Nightstop, said: 
“It’s imperative that this 
life-saving service re¬ 
mains in place, as the 
young people we sup¬ 
port literally have 
nowhere else to go and 
would be on the streets 


if Nightstop ceased to 
exist. 

“Some young people 
arrive on our doorstep 
with carrier bags full of 
clothes and toiletries, 
others arrive with noth¬ 
ing. Thanks to Magna’s 
support, we can not only 
continue this service, but 
the donation allows us to 
treat the young people we 
support as individuals 
and react to their own cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

Ken Bodycombe, com¬ 
munity investment offi¬ 
cer at Magna, said: 
“Nightstop Dorset pro¬ 
vides more than just a 
bed - they provide secu¬ 
rity and a helping hand at 
a time that can be terrify¬ 


ing and uncertain for 
young, vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. 

“One of the people who 
had been homeless and 
helped by the charity, 
along with the volunteer 
who provided him with 
temporary accommoda¬ 
tion, came to see the CIF 
group when they applied 
for funding. They shared 
their experiences of 
Nightstop Dorset and this 
had a huge impact on the 
group. The group were so 
impressed with what the 
charity had achieved. 

“We are proud to have 
been able to support the 
charity by donating 
£3,000 from our commu¬ 
nity initiative fund.” 


Disability Wessex offers 
benefits advice to parents 


PARENTS of young people with moderate to com¬ 
plex learning difficulties going into post-16 provision 
are being advised about what disability benefits are 
available to them. 

Disability Wessex, the advice service of Dorset- 
based charity Diverse Abilities Plus, recently visited 
Westfield Arts College in Weymouth. 

Westfield, which caters for pupils aged four to 19 
from all over Dorset, invited Disability Wessex to at¬ 
tend the day and make parents aware that if their child 
receives Disability Living Allowance (DLA) and is 
studying full-time on a course below advance educa¬ 
tion they are also eligible to receive Employment and 
Support Allowance (ESA). 

Disability Wessex advice manager Nikki Haswell 
said: “Very few parents or guardians are aware, or re¬ 
alise, that their children are able to receive ESA so 
they are unfortunately losing out on receiving addi¬ 
tional money that they are rightfully entitled to.” 

ESA can provide young people just under £100 a 
week if they are between 16 and 25 years of age. 

Nikki advised parents of this and how to apply. 
Nikki spoke to one parent with a son already aged 17 
and revealed he was entitled to the benefit. 

But applications can only be backdated three 
months, due to Department of Work and Pensions 
(DWP) rules, so the young man has lost out on nine 
months or more of benefits, nearly £4,000. 

Nikki said: “I think it is very immoral that the DWP 
does not clearly notify parents or guardians of young 
people on DLA aged 16-19 years.

“If this young man’s parents had been notified that 
their child was eligible for ESA it would have been 
very beneficial to him. The name of the benefit con¬ 
fuses and misleads people and many assume if a 
young person is in education then they won’t be enti¬ 
tled to this benefit. 

“It is yet another example of the DWP and benefits 
system letting disabled people down in addition to the 
disgrace of the ATOS medical assessment backlog. 

“Other parents who believe their child may be eli¬ 
gible for ESA should check carefully to ascertain 
whether the young person will benefit more from ESA 
or whether they should just continue to claim Child 
Tax Credit (CTC) and claim Child Benefit for them.” 

In addition, parents claiming ESA for a qualifying 
young disabled person can enable the school or col¬ 
lege to apply for an Educational Bursary for them, 
worth £1,200 pound per year, to purchase equipment 
or to pay for special opportunities, for that young per¬ 
son. 

Disability Wessex has experienced advisors on hand 
for parents if they require advice on disability benefits 
or if they require someone to check out and assist with 
application forms or questionnaires.

Design: Visible efficiency with aerodynamic 
optimisation on a detailed level. The design of 
the BMW i8 brings together hallmark BMW dy¬ 
namics, lightweight design and efficiency.

The rear indicators are inte¬ 
grated into the downward sweep of the roofline, 
above the rear light cluster.

The BMW i8 boasts a drag coefficient (Cd) of 
0.26 and a fine aerodynamic balance. The low- 
slung bonnet, partially closed kidney grille, Aero 
Curtains in the front spoiler, sealed underbody, 
contoured side skirts, and the air ducts between 


the rear lights and roof frame allow the air to be 
channelled extremely effectively as it hits the car. 

The large 20-inch comparatively slim wheels 
with their bespoke, aerodynamically optimised 
design also help to quell efficiency-reducing tur¬ 
bulence. Their effect is reinforced by diffuser inlet 
footplates positioned behind the front wheels 
and ahead of the rear wheels.

Inside the driver orientation, typical of BMW 
cockpit design, is complemented by progressive 
elements which highlight the sports car's dy¬ 
namic flair and light weight.

Blake success gives selectors headache 


DORCHESTER'S Paul Blake has given the British Par¬ 
alympic Selection Committee a headache ahead of 
the IPC Athletics European Championships at 
Swansea next month, following his third place in 
the Sainsbury Anniversary Games held at Horse 
Guards Parade on Sunday. 

Blake blasted to a new personal best time of 12.46 
seconds to beat Beijing Olympic silver medallist 
Ben Rushmore,and finish just a hundredth of a sec¬ 
ond behind London 2012 100m silver medallist 
Graeme Ballard. 

With the 1500m and 800m races having been 
deleted from the IPC programme for the 2016 Rio 
Olympics, 24-year-old Blake has had to focus on the 
sprint races (100m/200m) as well as the 400m for 
which he won silver in London. 

The race on Sunday was won by T37 athlete Rhys 
Jones in a time of 11.99 seconds, but the others are 
in theT36 class and vying against each other for se¬ 
lection in Wales. With the selectors having met on 
Monday, the athletes should know by today 
(Wednesday) whether they have been chosen, and 
Blake's performance would have been a timely re¬ 


minder to them. 

Speaking with View Sport ahead of the decision, 
Blake, who hopes he will be selected for the 400m's 
said: "Graeme is a sprinter and I would suspect that 
he will get one of the places in both of the sprint 
races. Ben won bronze in the London 200m and I 
would think that he might get the second spot there, 
but I have beaten Rushmore four times this season 
now in the 100m, all relatively easily, so I am hoping 
the selectors will go with the form and pick me." 

Blake thought he had blown his chances coming 
into the Anniversary Games when he ran a poor 
race in Cheltenham a couple of weeks ago. 

"I ran appallingly and thought that I had blown 
my chances, and so I came into Sunday's race low 
in confidence, but I'm really pleased with my per¬ 
formance in running a PB." 

Blake believes that given the chance he can beat 
Ballard at the Europeans, which are being held be¬ 
tween August 18th and the 23rd. 

"I am getting stronger all the time, and was right 
on his shoulder on Sunday and believe that I will 
beat him at Swansea given the chance."
